poultice on

The boy, with the natural 
foolishness which is bound lip in the 
heart of a child, objected to the proposed 
remedy. 
“ I won’t have any poultice,” ho de­ 
clared.

H ow the C« nl a nd H a libu t Are taken b y 
t he Mrial I \ e sse Is. 
Gustav Kohb e writes an article en­ 
titled “ On the Grand Hanks and K]*m- 
wlu ro” for St. Nicholas.

SArE OPENING AN ART. 


A n H x p t r t . W h o jflet M a ny O b sta rl« ! a nd 
Overcame Them. 
Opening refractory vaults, safes and 
b urglar proof chests is a science in itself 
ami is surrounded b y the utmost secrecy 
b y those who make a living out of it. 
In a talk to the Chicago Post a man who 
has b een in the b usiness 40 year« said: 
“ The essential qualification which a 
successful safe opener must possess is an 
intimate and instinctive knowledge of 
the mechanism and workings of every 
variety of comb ination lock. 
He must 
b e b orn to tin 
profession and possess 
acute mechanical perception. 
“ Nearly every ob stinate safe which I 
am called upon to open presents unique 
conditions demanding new and individ­ 
ual treatment. 
Tin* nature of the difii 
culty must b e correctly diagnosed in ad­ 
vance or the lock will remain ob durate, 
for machinery does not move b y chance. 
“ The b iggest b ait ever held out to me 
came in the form of a proposal from a 
d* tective with whom I was wa ll ac­ 
quainted. It had b een supposed that the 
locks made b y a certain firm of safe 
manufacturers were proof against the 
manipulations of b urglars and experts, 
b ut a few days b efore I was approached 
b y the detective I had b een called upon 
to open one of these sab s and had suc­ 
ceeded. The incident gave rise to much 
comment. 
j 
“ As I was sitting alone in my office 
the detective entered and asked me if I 
i did not wish to make some money. 
I 
replied that I was in b usiness for just 
that purpose. 
He then questioned me 
closely as to my ab ility to open the par­ 
ticular kind of lock in question. 
When 
satisfied that I was easily ab le to do so, 
he said: 
“ ‘I'll tell you how you can grab off 
$100,000 without tin* least troub le. The 
b oys know where there is a safe of this 
kind which contains $200,000 in pa­ 
per currency. It is easy to get at, and 
all yoYull have to do is to walk in, after 
they have opened tie* way, unlock the 
safe, take out $100.000 and leave the re­ 
mainder for them 
i t ’s the easiest kind 
of money.' 
“ By ‘the b oys’ the detpefcve meant a 
notorious gang of b urglars which had 
b e» n eondurfing a series of daring oper 
ations. 
I fold the detective that I had
